HAPPY GIRL MUNITIONERS 


Cheerful, Uncomplaining Workers 
Need More Recreation 

A London corespondent writes: It 
would be hard to find anywhere a mer- 
rier or gayer crowd than the girl 
workers in the munition factories of 
the London area. They have had to 
do without summer vacations, they 
are very much underpaid as compared 
with the mule workers, and they have 
protested time and again to the Minis- 
ter of Munitions : without recelving 
anything but promises in return, but 
aside from wages they find nothing to 
grumble about. Since Lloyd-George 
appointed Seebohm Rowntree to su- 
pervise their “welfare,” sympathetic 
intelligence has been applied to many 
matters important to health, but com- 
monly overlooked in establishments 
run by men, such as rest rooms, meals 
and places in which to eat them. 

The welfare department of the 
Ministry of Munitions is tackling the 
question of recreation, which is urgent 
in these days when thousands of wo- 
men and girls are suffering from over- 
strain. Lately a series of twioe-nightly 
shows have been g¢ ven in many muni- 
tions workers’ camps to crowded 
houses. This 1s only a beginning and 
the girls are being appealed to to 
take a hand in the business of or- 
ganizing recreation. There is now a 
club for girls at Woolwich, with Will 
Crooks, the well known member of 
Parliament, as chairman of the ad- 
visory committee, which is arranging 
sports on a ground near the Arsenal. 
The girls themselves are everywhere 
forming dramatic societies and glee 
clubs and go in for dancing, gymnas- 
tics and many other forms of diver- 
sion to relieve the monontony of lives 
which would otherwise consist only of 
bed and work. 


ALBERTA HAD WORLD'S 
RECORD WHEAT CROP 


Dramatic Features Attended Thresh- 
Ing of Field That Saved the Day 
—Farmer is Businessman 


A Lethbridge, Alta., writer says: 
The record has been made in the 
growing, harvesting, threshing, and 
marketing of the world’s record wheat 
crop for big acrezge and the details 
are being entered according to a cost 
system like that of a great factory, 
while C. S. Noble dictates the story 
of how he surpassed all records of 
wheat crops from a farm as big as 
1,000 acres. When the last load of

from 1,000 acres, behind it was a pro- 
cession of autog filled with members 
of the LethbrSige board of trade. 


How Record Was Made 


The story of “How I Did It” in- 
cludes the use of the most modern 
methods of business. The telephone 
at the central office was the main 
channel for personal directing of 
operations which covercd nearly two 
square miles and required 120 men. 

When his presence was required at 
any place he had & high powered auto- 
mobile at his door which whirled him 
there at high speed. It was not many 
years since Mr. Noble left the United 
States to make a modest start in 
Alberta. When he made the record 
he owned three farms and his crop 
aa the year was worth nearly $100,- 

Last Field Saved Day 


It was threshing time which told 
the story of a crop record. When the 
wheat from the last field was reached 
it was seen that the world’s record 
would be surpassed if this grain 
threshed thirty-nine bushels to the 
acre. It went sixty-four bushels and 
brought the average up to nearly fifty- 
four and one-half bushels an acre for 
the entire acreage. There was a 
throng present and inoving pictures 
were being taken. Suddenly a belt 
broke and it looked as if the climax 
would be postponed to another day. 
But feverish work repaired the belt 
and the crowd cheered as the last of 
the wheat came from the separator. 


MANITOBA’S PLAN 


Government Ground to be Converted 
Into Homesteads 

With a view to establishing an ideal 
community settlement along the Great- 
er Winnipeg water district line, the 
provincial government co-operated 
with the G.W.W.D. Commission and 
acquired from the Dominion Govern- 
ment three and one-half townships in 
the Birch River district, 72 miles east 
of Winnipeg. This land will be placed 
at the disposal of intended settlers, 
and allotted to them as 40-acre farms. 
Homestead conditions will apply, but 
only married men will he given the 


M 4 
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opportunity of taking up oné or these 
Bmall farms. Very great encourage- 
ment will be extended to the men lo- 
cating on these farms by the provin- 
cial government. All preliminary im- 
peorenent will be made, a school 

ouse erected, while the City of Win- 
nipeg purchased the wood from the 
land in clearing it. J. S. Woodsworth, 
director of social research bureau for 
the three prairie provinces, applied 
his theories of improving social con- 
ditions. ’ 

The scheme is in the nature of an 
experiment of one of the popular solu- 
tions advanced to meet the problem 
of handling returned soldiers, and, if 
carried out on a broader scale, with 
the returned soldiers as the settlers. 
The district which will be colonized 
is fertile, and the settlers will be en- 
couraged to go in for small fruit farm- 
ing, poultry and hog raising. E. W. 
Kopecki has been appointed land set- 
tlement agent, and will also act as 
business agent in marketing the pro- 
duce for the settlers. 


CANADA'S MINES SUPREME 


Leads In Many Lines—Mines 
~ Rallways Surprisingly 


Help 


Mr. Arthur A. Cole, President of 
the Canadian Mining Institute, ad- 
dressing the Empire Club of Toronto 
to show the importance of the mining 
industry in Northern Ontario, gave 
the figures of freight carried by the 
Temiskaming Northern Ontario Rail- 
way during five yeurs, showing that 
47% was contributed by mines and 
13% by agriculture. Taking the 
whole of Canada, the railways car- 
ried in 1913 the products of mines, 
88% of the total freight, of agricul- 
ture, 16% of the total, while manu- 
factures were 14.8%. In the United 
States, during two normal years, the 
products of mines formed 63% of the 
total, or nearly six times as much as 
the freight from agriculture which 
was 9% of the total. 

Canada’s total mineral production 
amounted annually to $150,000,000, of 
which Ontario province produced 
nearly half. Canada’s coal resources 
are the greatest in the world; our 
asbestos deposits in Quebec supply 
most of the asbestos of commerce; 
the great nickel deposits in the world 
are at Sudbury, Ontario. That Pro- 
vince had also the mrgest body of 
high-grade talc on the continent, at 
Madoc; also the largest body of high- 
grade feldspar on the continent, near 
Verona; the greatest mica mine on 
the continent at Sydenham; the great- 
est graphite mine at Calabogie; and 
a molybdenite discovery near Ottawa 
may outstrip all rivals.

The German submarine U-53 is of:- 
ficially described as having four tor- 
pedo tubes, two fore and two aft.

Wireless 
poles are erected on the starboard 
side, and are so constructed that they 
can be folded down along the deck. 
The vessel has three periscopes, one 
leading down to the chief engineer in 
the engine room, and is also fitted 
with a gyro compass, with heaters, 
and two Delsel-Nuremberg 1,200 horse- 
power engines. She has a speed of 18 
knots on the surface and 14 knots 
when submerged. The U-53 is also 
stated to be able to submerge for a 
radius of 5,000 nautical miles, and is 
accompanied by a submarine tender.

The Duke of Montrose, Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Stirlingshire and Lord Clerk 
Register of Scotland was formerly an 
officer of the Coldstream Guards and 
5th Lancers, afterwards commanded 
the 3rd Battalion Argyll and Suther- 
land Highlanders, and served in the 
South African war.

Ingenulty and Courage of Man Im- 
mersed In Submarine Under 
Sixty Feet of Water 


From a London paper: Something 
had gone wrong with the submarine, 
and, losing her_ stability, she sank 
swiftly to ‘the bottom, a broken and 
helpless thing. Her steel nerved crew 
had quickly been aware of disaster. 
The conning tower: hatch was forced 
open, the commanding officer station- 
ed himself at the foot of it, one by one 
the crew sprang.up the ladder and 
shot safely to the surface. They 
were driven through the water like 
bolts from a catapult by the force of 
air in the boat. 

Of the crew all escaped save one. 
He was shut up in the engine room 
astern. 

Under Sixty Feet 

He tried to open the hatch over- 
head. It would not move. There was 
sixty feet of water above it, and 
against the pressure of this dead 
weight the puny strength of one man 
was as naught. 

With a coolness and self-possession 


that was marvellous, he calmly 
thought the situation over. Then 
opening the valves he let the sea 
pour into the compartment. Then, 


standing upright beneath ‘the hatch, 
he quietly awaited the result of his 
intelligently bold action. The inleap- 
ing water circled about his feet, then 
climbed to his knee, and so higher 
and higher about his body. As the 
water rose it lifted the air with it 
until the man began to suffer acutely 
on the heavy air pressure around 
him. 
Superhuman Effort 


Picture yourself standing in a room 
with water up to your chin and the 
ceiling just above your head with the 
water continually lifting until it seems 
about to touch the ceiling. Into the 
narrowing space between water and 
the ceiling he resolutely kept his head 
thrust, despite the stifling air pressure, 
until at last it seemed that the disas- 
trous end so gallantly fought against 
had come. The man reeled and in- 
sensibility came upon him, but in the 
last moment of fading consciousness 
he made one superhuman effort and 
won the life for which he had strug- 
gled heroically. Raising both arms he 
gave a desperate push to the hatch 
overhead. Helped by the air pres- 
sure beneath it, the hatch had swung 
up when he pushed against it and 
the outrush of air carried the man 
through the opening. A few seconds 
later the crew of a vatrol vessel saw 
what they at first thought to be a 
dead body rise alongside their boat. 
This was our hero, living but uncon- 
scious. He is living still and has 
gone back to submarining. Of such 
stuff is the British bluejacket made! 


CRUEL GERMAN NURSES 


Refuse to Attend British Wounded— 

Ugly Attitude Towards Neutrals 

Arguments with German women 
about the war are absolutely futile, 
writes D. Thomas Curtin of Boston. 
The allies scored successes on the 
western front and on the Carso. The 
German women,. who after their own 
method follow the war very closely, 
will -blindly believe that these de- 
feats ape tactical re-arrangements of 
positions dictated by the wisdom of 
the General Staff, and so long as no 
allied troops are upon German soil 
so long will the German populace be- 
lieve in the invincibility of its army. 
I am speaking always of the middle 
and upper classes, who are on the 
whole, but with increasing exceptions, 
as intensely pro-war as the lower 
classes are anti-war. 

The neglect and in some cases re- 
fusal of German nurses to attend the 
English wounded are a sign both of 
their own intensity of feeling in re- 
gard to the war and their entirely 
different mentality. Again and again 
I have heard German women say, “In 
the event of a successful German in- 
vasion of England the women will ac- 
company the men and teach the wo- 
men of England that war {s war.” 
Their remarks in regard to the women 
of my own country are equally offen- 
sive. 

Indeed, States that Germany re- 
gards as neutral and who are treated 
by the officially controlled German 
press with a certain amount of respect 
are loathed by German women. Their 
attitude is that all who are not on 
their side are their enemies. Ameri- 
can women who are making shells 
for the British, French, and Russians 
are just as much the enemies of Ger- 
many as the allied soldiers and sail- 
ors. One argument often used {s that 
to be strictly neutral America should 
make no munitions’ at all, but it 
would not be so bad, say the Germans, 
if half the American ammunition went 
to Germany and, half to the allies. 


“GERMANY CANNOT WIN” 


Their Officers Admitted and Blamed 
British Leaders 

“Thanks to Mr. Lloyd-George, Sir 
Douglas Haig, and Sir William Robert- 
son, I heard for the first time the 
admission by a German officer that 
Germany cannot win.” This is a pas- 
sage from the striking statement of 
Mr. D. Thomas Curtin, in a war lec- 
ture at His Majesty's Theatre. “A 
colonel,” said Mr. Curtin, “talking to 
a major in an hotel—both had come 
‘from the Somme—said, ‘We should 
have no illusions. We cannot win. 
The British are not what they were. 
They have guns, too many guns, and 
the general in charge seems to under- 
stand his business.’ 

“Sooner or later, Germany is going 
to be beaten,” Mr. Curtin added, “but 
remember that this is a war between 
peoples. The Germans are using all 
their strength, and Great Britain 
should use all hers. If that is done 
you will reap the fruits of this tragic 
and wonderful time!”

Poilus Who Robbed Crown Prince of 
Victory 

This is how France acknowledges 
the deeds of her heroes: In four hours 
in a magnificent assault you seized 
from your powerful enemy at one blow 
ground bristling with obstacles and 
fortresses northeast of Verdun which 
he had spent eight months in taking 
from you in thin strips at the cost of 
desperate efforts and _ considerable 
sacrifices.

King George recently visited the 
Northamptons on the battle front near 
the Somme and became interested in | 
their little mascot, Joseph Lefevre, a 
twelve-year-old Belgian boy, whom 
they have adopted and placed on the 
enrolled strength of their. regiment. 
Joseph is the son of a Belgian soldier 
who fought for his country two years 
ago, was wounded, and taken prisoner, 
while Joseph’s mother, so the North- 
amptons say, was killed by German 
troops. 

Originally Joseph was found by 
some men of the Black Watch wan- 
dering around Ypres, and for a good 
many months now he has been with 
the Northants men, who have put him 
in khaki and conferred upon him the 
rank of a lance-corporal. The ‘King 
approached the Northamptons, who 
pushed little Joseph in front of them. 

“T believe,” sail his Majesty, “1 have 
found at last my youngest soldier. , 
How old are you, my boy?” | 

“Please, your Majesty,” said a burly 
private of the regiment who seemed 
to constitute himself the personal 
guard of the mascot, “he don’t under- 
stand much English, though we're ' 
teaching him, but he speaks French.” . 

The King accordingly interrogated 
Joseph in the French language. “Do | 
you like being a soldfer?” he asked. 

Oul, Monsieur le Roi,” replied the 
boy. “And do you think you will still 
like to be a soldier when you are 
grown up?” “Ah, but yes, sir,” was 
the answer in French. 

“I want to fight the Boches.” “You 
are getting on,” said the King.

_ TELEPHONING FOR BULLETS 


Ald to X-rays Unique Idea For Locat- 
Ing Bullets 

War certainly stimulates scientific 
research, and this is strikingly brought 
out in the case of relief for the wound- 
ed. Searching tor and extracting 
fragments of shells is by no means a 
simple task, but endeavors of this kind 
are greatly helped by the X-rays. The 
“pays” alone, however, would be in- 
‘sufficient. - 

A bullet is, of course, speedily lo- 
cated, but.its exact position has to be 
discovered by probing, or lancing. At 
present, however, a new discovery 
‘has been perfected—namely, “tele- 
‘phoning for bullets.” 
: Telephonic receivers are clamped 
over the operating surgeon’s head, and 
‘one wire led to a carbon plate, the 
‘second being wound round the knife, 
probe, forceps, or whatever instru- 
‘Ment is being used. The search is 
made with this implement and so soon 
as it comes into contact with a bullet 
distinct click is heard on the tele- 
Sphone, 
| If the instrument is rubbed across 
ithe surface of the buried object a 
‘Yattle 1s heard. Following up this clue, 
‘the obstruction can be located exactly

A public meeting to consider 
question of the Returned Veterans 
was held in the City Hall on Friday 
night last at 8 p.m. <A good attend- 
ance was present. 

Mayor G. W. Smith ably presided. 

The meeting was called more espec- 
jally to hear addresses by Dr. Miller, 
head of the Institute of Technology 


lat Calgary; and Howard Stutchbury, 


of Edmonton, secretary of the Prov- 
incial Hospitals Commission, as to 
what steps are being taken to leok 
after the Returned Veterans. 

Mayor Smith weleomed the speak- 
ers, after calling on to the platform 
the various returned soldiers in the 
audience, , 

Dr. Miller was the first speaker, 
and he outlined in a _ very concise 
manner what was being done fur the 
partially disabled soldiers who ure 
returning. He showed more especially 
what the Institute of Technology, vf 
which he was the head, is doing. 

This institute which was formed to 
take part in the Pre-vocational work 
of the province, has had to take up 
the Return Veteran problem. 

There are, he stated, 25,000 boys 
and girls, in the Province of Alberta 
who will in the next three or four 
years have to be found positions in 
the industrial world. 

Besides this there will we hope be 
30,000 returned men, to find positions 
for in that same time, and so tho 


problem facing the province is vecy 
great. 
The great work of the Hospitals 


commission is to train the returned 
veteran, who fs disabled, and if pus- 
sible find him a position after such 
training, 

The speaker gave the audience some 
figures to show what is actualy be- 
ing done for the returned soldier in 
the matter of pay. 

He stated that when a man went 
to the Technical institute to be train- 
ed, he was provided with free board. 
toom and laundry, and $8 a mocth 
pocket money. While if he was a mar- 
ried) man his wife would get #35 a 
month and $3 extra for eavh enild. 
Another matter which is of extreme 
importance, which he mentioned and 
which shows clearly that the Demin- 
ion Government is doing whut is 
right by the soldier, isthat a man 
who is pensioned receives his pension 
during his life, not as has been the 
case in other wars that when a man 
earns his living he loses his pension, 
so that it will influence him to keep 
in good health all the time, without 
fear of losing his pension. 

He brought home to the audience 
the fact that all the training of these 
men would be useless, without the 
industrial and economic field being 
behind the. movement, in order to 
help the filling of vacancies after the 
training of these mén. 

He gave examples of how the men 
are trained and how they are chosen 
for certain lines of work on their re-

Expeditionary Forces 


A large number of requests of a 
personal nature with reference to 
soldiers serving overseas with the 
Canadian Expeditionary Forces, are 
daily received by this Department 
and by the Canadian Military Au- 
thorities in England. It is, thercfore, 
considered desirable to explain the 
methods which, in the interests of 
fair and equitable treatment to all 
concerned, are followed in each case. 

The policy adopted with. respect, to 
these requests has been formulated 
with everg possible regard for the 
personal interests of the soldiezs com 
cerned and the natural anxiety and 
interest on their behalf of their re 
latives and friends. It should be ye- 
membered, however, that, at this 
stage of the war the brave ‘nen of 
ourown Canadian Army wri ticse 
of the British and Allicd Armies re- 
quire all the support that can be 
given them in their heroic tygue fer 
liberty, justice and civilization. To 
this end the services «f everv stir 
able man in whatever capacity jis 
physical and other capabilities fit 
him to occupy are urgently required 
both in England and at the f-cnt 
tt should, therefore, be clearly under- 
stood that the exizencies of the ainili-

Every opportunity is given to, de

It will then 
be forwarded through the usual offici- 
al channels. A _ printed application 
form is available which the soldier 
can obtain from his Commanding Of- 
ficer for this purpose. 

v. Requests for the return of men 
to take out commissions in Canada.

finitely asked that no further re 
quests of this nature be forwarded, 
as every opportunity is givento de 
serving men to qualify for commis- 
sions in England and France, and 
they are all needed there.

As regards senior ollicers, the 
authoritics in Kngland have arrang- 
ed to inform the Department of Mili-+ 
tia and Defence, Canada, of any sur- 
plus of such whom they recommend 
and can spare for return to Canada. 

t.  dvequests tor Promotions, 

the ulustary authorities propose 
and intend making all promotiuns ac 
cording to emcieney and seniority, 
and records of all officers and men 
am carclully kept, with a view to 
assisting proper selection in this re- 
spect. ‘Ihe ollicer or man concerned 
must first be recommended for pro- 
motion by his superior otticers. 

3. Requests for transter of soldiers 
ovetseas frou; une umt to another. 

Such translers are very disturbing 
to the elflicient carrying on of the 
work of the army and can very rare- 
ly be considered for the reason tbat 
a man who is already trained in one 
branch of the service, and wishes to 
be transferred to another, has to be 
trained all over again at the public 
expense, and his services are lost in 
the meantime. In any event the appli- 
cation must be made by the soldier 
himself to his Commanding Oflicer to 
be by him. forwarded through the us- 
ual oflicial channels. 

6. Requests for leave or discharge 
on medical grounds. 

(he suldier himself should apply to 
his Medical Officer, who is the proper 
person to judge of the merits of the 
case, who has ample authority to 
eal with it and whose recommenda- 
luns aw invariably followed. 

¢. Requests for leave or discharge 
on ‘Compassionate grounds,” 

in the homes of soldiers who are 
absent, there occur what might be 
termed the inevitable tragedies of 
life, in the serious or fatal illness of 
members of their families. Under 
these circumstances the quite natur- 
ai desire arises on the part of the 
relatives to have the soldiers return 
ome, and numerous requests are 
made to this effect . Such cases form 
the major portion of those coming 
under this heading. 
| While these cases are very distress- 
ing, they are, unfortunately, the un- 
avoidable incidents of war, and it is 
obviously impossible, where so many 
thousands of men are concerned, to 
accede to any of those requests ex- 
cept in cases of the most extreme ur- 
gency. 

In such cases, application should be 
submitted to the Officer Commanding 
‘the Military District in Canada 
| where the case arises, who will causa 
the same to be investigated and for- 
warded with his recommendations to 
‘headquarters at Ottawa. The applica- 
tion should be accompanied in each 
‘instance by definite information and 
satisfactory evidence of the facts 
the rela-

| 8. Requests for leave to Canada 
during convalescence, after being 
wounded, or after sickness. 

All cases of this nature are receiv- 
ing careful consideration from the 
authorities in England, and those re- 
quiring a prolonged period of conval- 
escence, or treatment are returned to 
Canada on leave as soon as arrange- 
ments can be ade for their transport 

9. Requests for return to Canada 
on the grounds that the soldier has 
been found medically unfit for service 
in the trenches. 

If any man cannot be usefully em- 
ployed overseas, he will be returned 
to Canada in due course by the mili- 
tary authorities in England. It 
should be borne in mind that a large 
jnumber of men are needed and _ are 
{being used in legs exacting military

‘their own shells. After one charge he 
states that all day long he was bind- 
ling up and earrying out wounded and 
it was his first experience at first aid 
work, Stretchers were improvised out 
of 2x4, 4x4, angle iron, blankets, 
‘ground sheets or anything they could 
jfind and frequently the stretchers 
were a great deal heavier than their 
burdens. He dropped his rifle four 
‘times in one charge picking up the 
first one handy each time and event- 
ually ending up with his own weapon 
iat the close of the charge. He claims 
ithe hardest trial on the new soldier 
jis to bayonet your first German, but 
after you have done one, you can- 
not, be held back. We asked him a- 
bout taking prisoners and his reply 
was that they took one batch of 
prisoners on one chargo and the next 
day they had no grub. They have to 
feed whatever prisoners they take 
until sent back. He says we don’t go 
hungry on that account any more.

NEUTRALS AS ENEMIES 


Pastors, Professors and Press Decelvo 
Them—Ungrateful to German- 

- Americans—Despise English 

Mr. D. Thomas Curtin, after ten 
months in Germany, wrote: The, 
venom of the German women in regard 
to the war is quite in contrast with 
the feelings expressed by English 
ladies. German women have rcad a 
great deal about English and Aner 
can women, and they cordially detest 
them. When I have told German wo- 
men that in many States in my coun- 
try women have votes their reply is, 
“How vulgar!” The freedom accord- 
ed to English and American girls is 
misunderstood. It is regarded as a 
form of laxity of morals. Many of! 
the older-fashioned German folk for-! 
bid their daughters to play lawn ten: 
nis because they regard it as indecent, 


A Fearful Weapon 


A Dutch girl who in the presence 
of some German ladies expressed ad. | 
miration for certain aspects of Eng: ' 
lish feminine life was fiercely and 
venomously attacked by that never. 
failing weapon the German woman's 
tongue. The poor thing who mildly, 
expressed the view that hockey waa 
a good game for girls, and the fine! 
complexions and elegant walk of 
English women were due to outdoor 
sports, was reduced almost to tears. 

The intolerance of German women! 
is almost impossible to express. I| 
know a case of one young girl, a 
German-American, whose parents re: 
turned to Hamburg, who declined to 
repeat the ridiculous German formu: 
la “Gott strafe England” and stuck 
to her point, with the result that she 
was not invited to that circle again. 


Gott Strafe Amerika 


There is a notion here that the 
“Gott strafe England” cry has ceased 
in Germany. I found no sign of its 
lessening, and to it has been added 
“Gott strafe Amerika,” the latter be- 
ing even more popular with the Ger: 
man women than the German men. 
The pastors, professors, and the press 
have told the German women that 
their husbands and sons and lovers 
are being killed by American shells. 
A man who ought to know better, like 
Prince Rupert of Bavaria, made 
public statement that half of the al- 
lies’ ammunition is American. At one 
not fardistant moment the fecling 
against America on the part of the 
German women became sv intense 
that the American flag had to be 
withdrawn from the American hos- 
pital at Munich, although that hos- 
pital, supported by German-Anierican 
funds, has done wonderful work for 
the German wounded. 


GOING INTO BATTLE 


France Notes Splendid Culm of Brit 
ish Soldiers 

The Petit Journal’s correspondent 
on the British front relates that, after 
having traversed part of the battle: 
fleld, he entered a dug-out, where he 
found British soldiers who, he says, 
in another moment would be dashing 
in a wave of assault upon one of the 
trenches which the Germans still held 
near Beaucourt. “I look at these sol- 
diers,” he continues. “It must not be 
said that a soldier before rushing to 
death does not think of death. No! 
Their faces reveal their seriousness. 
They are contemplating the probable 
fate which awaits them. Thus are 
tragedies beautiful! These men ara 
talking very low to one another, with 
the intonations of the confessional, 
with slow, very infrequent gesture. 


How British Seamen Captured tho 
Oldambt Prize Crew 

The Amsterdam Telegraaf reporters 
had interviews with the crew of the 
Oldambt returning to Rotterdam. They 
state that when the Germans came 
on board the ship they placed two in- 
nocent looking boxes in the machinery 
room. The crew believed they were 
anything but bombs. However, when 
the British torpedo boats were first 
sighted the German captain became 
frightened and ordered the bombs con- 
tained in the boxes to e prepared and 
lit and the canoes let down. 

The captain chose the best canoe 
for himself and his men, and took a 
Dutch sailor on board in order to show 
them the way. Other German and 
Dutch sailors_with Captain Joekes, of 
the Oldambt, took the second canoe. 
The British torpedo boats, coming up 
at full speed, fired from a distance of 
160 yards in order to stop the canoes 
from escaping. 

The Germans were soon made 
prisoners, and the majority surren- 
‘dered their arms without resistance. 
Some of them, however, managed to 
throw their arms into the sea. The 
British torpedo boats were anxious to 
attack the German torpedo boats, but 
they ran away. 

The British sailors took care to see 
‘the Dutch sailors into safe waters and 
showered every attention on them 
while under the British flag. The 
Dutch press had nothing but eulogies 
for the magnificent seamanship of the 
British sailors and their humanity to- 
wards the crew. The Admiralty "had 
already described how some of our 
light scouting craft captured the 
Oldambt’s prize crew and afterwards 
engaged and put to‘flight five German 
torpedo boats.
